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OLY Biftiop Ken was an emi- 
nent teacher, by precept and 
example, of Divine Love, — 
of Love to God and man. 
His heart feemed to be " lightened with 
celeftial fire." He was ever breathing out 
prayer and praife, and rejoicing in adls of 
beneficence to all around him. A ftiort 
account of his life and charafter would 
ftiow forth the power of heavenly Grace 
on thofe who feek, and love the Lord 
Jefus Chrift, and follow after righteouf- 
nefs. But this is not the proper moment 
to fpeak the praife of man. Let us rather 
contemplate our adorable Saviour, Whofe 
Death we are about to commemorate : — 
Whilft we make our *' Approach to the 
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Holy Altar/' all other thoughts fhould be 
huftied. 

In an age, however, like the prefent, 
when your Faith is aflailed on all fides by 
new doftrines, not grounded on the war- 
ranty of Scripture, it may ftrengthen your 
principles to be aflured that every word of 
this book is from the pen of an orthodox 
Biftiop, and Confeflbr to the Truth. 

Amidft many great changes in this 
kingdom, at the facrifice of all his worldly 
interefts, — even to the lofs of his Biftiop- 
rick, — in perfecution, in imprifbnment, 
and not without danger of being driven 
into exile. Ken remained immoveably 
fteadfaft to the Englifti Church, which he 
loved above all things on Earth. He 
withftood two Kings in defence of her 
primitive dodlrines. Whatever he taught, 
— all that he wrote, — he " humbly fub- 
mitted to her judgment, conformably to 
whofe Articles he defired all good ChriA 
tians to interpret it." He exhorted the 
people " to adhere to the Written Word, 
and to perfevere in the Faith, taught in 
the Church of England, whofe dodrine 
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for Catholic and foundnefs he jfreferred 
to all the Communities, and Churches of 
Chriftians in the world." — He foretold 
that, ^^ whatever it Juffered^ it Jhould after 
a fliort trial emerge ^ to the confufion of her 
adverfarieSy and the Glory of God.*^ 

Learn from his example to be patient 
and hopeful, meek and courageous, fted- 
faft and unchangeable under all difficult 
queftionings. Take comfort from his laft 
declaration, " As for my Religion ^ I die in 
the Holy Catholic and Apojiolic Faithy pro- 
fejfed by the whole Church before the dij- 
union ofEaJi and Wefi : more particularly 
I die in the Communion of the Church of 
Englandy as it Jiands difiinguifhed from all 
Papal and Puritan innovations y and as it 
adheres to the Doctrine of the Crojs.^^ 

He never for a moment doubted that ftie 
is a true and a pure Member of the " Holy 
Catholic (or Univerfal) Church, which 
is made up of the CoUedlion of all parti- 
cular Churches," United in one Body, — 
Jefus Chrift Himfelf being the Head. 
This Holy Catholic Church inherits His 
own rich promife, that " at the Name of

Jefus every knee fhouldbow/' — confirmed 
by His own gracious command, '^ Go and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghoft." " It is Holy, like 
its Author ; Holy by the original defign 
of its Inftitution; Holy by Baptifmal 
Dedication ; Holy in all its Adminiftra- 
tions, which tend to produce holinefs : 
and, though there will be always a mixture 
of good and bad in it in this world, yet it 
has always many real Saints in it." 

" It is Catholic in refpeft of time, com- 
prehending all ages to the world's end to 
which it is to endure ; Catholic in relpeft 
of all places out of which Believers are 
to be gathered; Catholic in refped of 
All-faving Faith, of which the Apoftles' 
Creed contains the fubftance, which fhall 
in it always be taught ; Catholic in refpeft 
of all Graces which ftiall in it be praftifed, 
and Catholic in refpeft of that Catholic 
War it is to wage againft all its Ghoftly 
enemies, for which it is called " Militant."* 

* Pradlice of Divine Love, Ed. 1686, p. 47, 48. 
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To this Catholic Church the Chrif- 
tian Faith was, once for ally delivered 
clearly by our Lord Jefus Chrift, and in 
the Gofpel unalterably revealed, as the 
living teftimony of God's will : as fuch it 
was preached by the Apoftles, and their 
Succeflbrs ; as fuch it was folemnly con- 
firmed by the early Patriarchs, and Bifhops 
of all Chriftendom, aflembled in Univerfal 
Councils. And, " If any man fhall add 
unto tbefe things, God fhall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this book : 
and if any man fhall take away from the 
words of the book of this prophecy, God 
fhall take away his part out of the Book 
of Life, and out of the Holy City, and 
from the things which are written in this 
book. He which teflifieth thefe things 
faith. Surely I come quickly. Amen." 

Notwithflanding thefe awful words of 
God, many Churches have unhappily 
" added " to the Chriflian Faith, or " taken 
away " from it. After a while falfe doc- 
trines fprung up : error and fuperflition 
obfcured the light of the Truth. The 
Roman Bifhops amidfl the ignorance and

fuperftition of dark ages prepared for Eu- 
rope an Ecclefiaftical thraldom, which af- 
terwards required many centuries to fliake 
ofF. England became one of its viftims. 
But by the mercy of God ihe obtained 
her joyful releafe in the time of the Re- 
formation, The purity of the Apoftolic 
Faith, which /he had previoujly enjoyed^ 
was reftored to her. And now, for three 
Centuries, fometimes nearly overwhelmed 
by violence from without, and much 
grievous defeftion within, ihe has pre- 
ferred the Sacred Depofit, as it was deli- 
vered by our Lord to the Apoftles, — and 
by them, in its fulnefs, tranfmitted to the 
Church for all time. She renounced, and 
does for ever renounce, the falfe worfhip, 
and other Roman novelties, fuperadded 
to the Gofpel. At the fame time fhe has 
always rejefted the oppofite errors of other 
Churches, who, being hurried into con- 
trary extremes by an exaggerated zeal 
againft the Papal fyftem, rejeded the Apof- 
tolic Conftitution, and difcipline of the 
Fathers. 

This ftatement is not inconfiftent with 
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Catholic charity to all who are baptized 
in the name of Jefus, — though we differ 
from tliem. The Church of England of- 
fers up a daily prayer, " that All who pro- 
fefs and call themfelves Chriftians may be 
led into the way of Truth." Though we 
teftify againft their errors, and " may in no 
wife pqfs one jot or tittle from the law^' 
yet, if we love God, Who is Love, we 
muft yield to the benign influences of His 
Spirit towards all who believe in Him. 
The times and the feafons are in His 
power. According to His Divine promife. 
Catholic unity in the Truth will one day 
prevail : — " As it is written, every valley 
fhall be filled, and every mountain and 
hill fhall be brought low ; and the crooked 
fhall be made flraight, and the rough 
places fhall be made fmooth ; and all flefh 
fhall fee the falvation of God." Until 
then, by fledfaflnefs of Faith on the one 
hand, and Chriflian love on the other, we 
may purfue the path of Chrift's true dif- 
ciples, and fervently pray for all eflates of 
men in His Holy Church. 

By the pure and bright light of primi- 
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tive Truth, which cannot change, the 
Church of England recognizes the exadl 
conformity of her ancient Bifliops and 
Martyrs with the Apoftles, and time- 
honoured Councils of Nice, Conftantino- 
ple, &c. Their Evangelical teaching is 
not capable of new expanfions, or dimi- 
nutions, according to the varying ftandard 
of unftable men. The Glory of God, 
Who is Truth itfelf, is exalted in the 
truthful nefs of His Church. A fimple 
and unfophifticated Faith in His word, 
and a humble obedience to His law, are 
the beft expreffion of our Love for Him. 
Therefore it was, that Bifliop Ken fo re- 
joiced in the Communion of the Church 
of England. And therefore it is, that 
you may fafely unite with him in this 
Thankfgiving, which will be found in his 

" Expofition 
of the Church Catechifm, or 
Pradice of Divine Love," 
*^ Glory be to Thee, O Lord my God, 
who haft made me a member of the par- 
ticular Church of England ^ whofe Faith, 
and Government, and Worfliip, are Holy,

and Catholic and Apoftolic, and free from 
the extremes of Irreverence or Superfti- 
tion, and which I firmly believe to be a 
found part of Thy Church Univerfal, 
and which teaches me Charity to thofe 
who diflent from me ; and therefore all 
Love, all Glory be to Thee. 

" O my God, give me Grace to con- 
tinue ftedfaft in her bofom, to improve all 
thofe helps to true Piety, all thofe means 
of Grace, all thofe incentives of Thy Love, 
Thou haft mercifully indulged me in her 
Communion, that I may with primitive 
affeftions and fervour praife and love 
Thee." 

Herein you may perceive the fpring 
from whence Bifliop Ken's attachment to 
the Englifh Church fo freely flows ; viz. 
his Love of God, which was the one Am- 
ple motive that prompted every aftion of 
his life. " This Love," as he himfelf 
fays, " is a Grace rather to be felt, than 
defined ; it is the general inclination and 
tendency of the whole man, of all his 
heart and foul and ftrength, of all his 
powers and aflfecSlions^ and of the utmoft 
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ftrength of them all, to God, as his chief, 
and only, and perfeft, and infinite good." 

That you may be led to delight yourfelf 
in an early dedication of your heart to God, 
I will conclude in the Bifhop's own words ; 

" Do but confider, how welcome a 
young Convert is to God; it was to 
Toung Samuel that God revealed Himfelf, 
and that at fuch a time, too, when the 
Word of God was precious, and very rare, 
to fhow how much God honoured a young 
Prophet : and you know that St. John, 
the youngeft of all the Difciples, is the 
only perfon of all the Twelve, who was 
permitted to lean on our Saviour's Bofom, 
at the Laft Supper, as deareft to Him in 
AfFedtion, and who is emphatically called 
the Difciple whom Jefus loved. And 
this is fuitable to that gracious promife 
which God hath made to encourage all 
young Perfons to ferve Him ; I love them 
that love Me, and they that/eek Me early 
/hall find Me. 

" Let this Heavenly promife excite in 
you a great zeal to feek God, and to feek 
Him early, for if you do feek, you are 
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fure to find Him ; — you are fure, when 
you have found Him, He will love you ; 
and you fhall reap all the happy efFefts of 
God's infinite Love, and of an Early Piety. 

" An Early Piety ! than which nothing 
will make you a greater comfort to all 
your friends; nothing will make you 
more univerfally efteemed, and beloved 
by all men. And befides that peace of 
Confcience, and the pleafures of well- 
doing, which you will at prefent feel, 
think, if you can, how inconceivable a 
joy it will be to you, when in your elder 
years you can refledl on your well-fpent 
time, and the innocence of your youth ; — 
how great a confolation it will be to you 
on your death bed, — how eafy it will 
render your accounts at the great Day of 
Judgment, — and how much a whole life 
fpent in God's fervice will increafe your 
glory in Heaven. 

" Remember that God, under the Law, 
ordained a Lamb to be offered up to Him 
every Morning and Evening. A Lamb ! 
which is a fit Emblem of Youth and In- 
think then that you are to re-

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femble this Lamb, and be fure every day 
to offer up yourfelf a Morning and Even- 
ing Sacrifice to God, 

" God of His great mercy make thefe, 
and the like, confiderations effeftual to 
create holy Refolutions in you, and give 
you Grace to make good ufe of thefe fol- 
lowing Direftions, which are defigned to 
teach you to fear the Lord from your 
Youth, and are fuited to your particular 
age and condition, in hope they may the 
more affeft you. — God grant they may. 
Ameny

AN INTRODUCTION 

TO 

BISHOP KEN'S 
APPROACH TO THE HOLY ALTAR. 

Gathered out of his ** Expofition on the Church 

Catechifin," or ** The Pradice 

of Divine Love." 

HE Happinefs of a good Chrif- 
tian is altogether unutterable ; 
he is one who has Chrift for his 
Head, God for his Father, and 
Heaven with all its joys and glories, which 
are all eternal, for his Inheritance. The 
Mifery of a bad Chriftian is altogether in- 
fupportable ; He has Chrift for his Ene- 
my, the Devil for his Father, and Hell, 
with all its miferies and torments, and de- 
fpair, which are all eternal, for his Doom. 
I adore the goodnefs of God, Who has 
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Jet before me life and deaths blejjing and 
curjing; and in great compaflion to my 
Soul has bid me choofe life : and with all 
my heart I choofe life, — even Life Eternal. 
To obtain this, all I am to do is reduced 
to one word only, and that is Love, This 
is the firft and the great Command, which 
comprehends all others, — the proper Evan- 
gelical Grace ; and Eternal Truth has af- 
fured me, This doy and thou Jhalt live ; fo 
that if I truly love God, I fhall live be- 
loved by God to all Eternity. 

The Love of God is a Grace rather to 
be felt than defined. — It is the general in- 
clination and tendency of the whole man, 
— of all his Heart, and Soul, and ftrength, 
of all his powers and afFedtions, and of the 
utmoft ftrength of them all, — to God, as 
hi^ chief and only, and perfeft, and infinite 
Good. 

When Divine Love is once produced, 
my next care is to put it in practice, and 
that is by bringing forth the fruits, or ef- 
fects of Love. When the Love of God is 
produced in my Heart, and is fet on work, 
my laft concern is to preferve, and enfure. 
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and quicken it. It is preferved by Prayer; 
— it is enfured to us by the Sacraments; 
which are the Pledges of Love, — and 
more particularly it is quickened by the 
HolyEucharift, which is the Feaft of Love. 




"THE SACRAMENTS, PLEDGES OF LOFE, 

Their Number. 

LORY be to Thee, O Crucified 
Love, out of Thy Wounded 
Side flowed Water and Blood, 
the Two Sacraments, which 
Thou hafl: Ordained in Thy Church, — 
Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord, 
the one to initiate, the other to confirm us, 
in our Chriftianity. 

Glory be to Thee, O bountiful Love, 
for Ordaining and Giving us the Holy 
Sacraments ; Thou Thyfelf only art the 
Author, and Fountain of Grace, and Thou 
only haft the right of inftituting the con- 
veyances of Thy own Grace. All Love, 
all Glory be to Thee. 
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Their Nature. 

GLORY be to Thee, O tendereft Love, 
who to ftoop to our weak and grofs 
apprehenfion, haft in the Two Sacra- 
ments made an Outward and vifible, and 
familiar thing to be the Sign, and Memo- 
rial, and Reprefentation of an Inward and 
Invifible, Myfterious and Spiritual Grace. 
Glory be to Thee, O mighty Love, 
who haft elevated thefe obvious and out- 
ward Signs to an efficacy far above their 
Natures, — not only to fignify, but to be 
happy Means, and Inftruments, to con- 
vey Thy Grace to us, — to be Seals, and 
Pledges, to confirm and aflure to us the 
Communications of Thy Love, that our 
fight may aflift our Faith, that if with due 
preparation we receive them, both parts 
of the Sacrament will go together, — as 
certainly as we receive the Outward and 
Vifible Sign, fo certainly (hall we receive 
the Inward and Invifible Grace, for which 
all Love, all Glory be to Thee. 
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rHE SUPPER OF THE LORD. 

Injiitution. 

LORY be to Thee, O crucified 
Love, who at Thy laft Supper 
didft ordain the Holy Eucha- 
rift, the Sacrament and Feaft 
of Love. 

It was for the continual remembrance 
of the Sacrifice of Thy death, O blefled 
Jefu, and of the benefits we receive there- 
by, that Thou wafl pleafed to ordain this 
facred and awful Rite ; all Love, all Glory 
be to Thee. 

Ah dearefl Lord, how little fenfible is 
he of Thy Love in dying for us, who can 
ever forget Thee ! 

Ah woe is me, that ever a Sinner 
fhould forget his Saviour, and yet alas ! 
how prone are we to do it ! 

Glory be to Thee, O gracious Jefu, who, 
to help our memories and to imprefs Thy 
Love deep on our Souls, hafl inflituted 
the blefTed Sacrament, and commanded 
us, " Do this in remembrance of me'' 

O Jefu, let the Propitiatory Sacrifice of 
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Thy Death, which Thou didft offer upon 
the Crofs for the Sins of the whole World, 
and particularly for my fins, be ever frefh 
in my remembrance. 

O bleffed Saviour, let that mighty Sal- 
vation Thy Love has wrought for us never 
flip out of my mind, but efpecially let my 
remembrance of Thee in the Holy Sacra- 
ment be always moft lively and affeding. 

Jefu, if I love Thee truly, I fliall be 
fiire to frequent Thy Altar, that I may 
often remember all the wonderful Love 
of my Crucified Redeemer. 

1 know, O my Lord and my God, that 
a bare remembrance of Thee is not enough; 
O do Thou, therefore, fix in me fuch a 
remembrance of Thee as is fuitable to the 
infinite Love I am to remember. Work 
in me all thofe holy and heavenly affedions 
which become the remembrance of a Cru- 
cified Saviour. 

Parts outward. 

GLORY be to Thee, O adorable Jefus, 
who under the outward and vifible 
part, the Bread and Wine, things ob- 
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vious and eafily prepared, both which 
Thou haft commanded to be received, 
doft communicate to our Souls the myf- 
tery of divine Love, the inward and invi- 
fible Grace, Thy own moft blefled Body 
and Blood, which are verily and indeed 
taken and received by the faithful in Thy 
Supper, for which all Love, aU Glory be 
to Thee. 

Invijible. 

OGOD Incarnate, how the Bread and 
the Wine, unchanged in their Sub- 
ftancfc,, become Thy Body and Thy Blood; 
— Afte^what extraordinary manner Thou, 
who art in Heaven, art prefent throughout 
the whole Sacramental Aftion to every 
Devout Receiver J — How Thou canji give 
us Thy Flejh to eaty and Thy Blood to drink ; 
How Thy Flejh is Meat indeed^ and Thy 
Blood is Drink indeed; how he that eat- 
eth Thy Fle/hy and drinketh Thy Blood 
dwelleth in Thee, and Thou in him; How 
he Jhall live by Thee^ and be raijed up by 
Thee to Life-Eternal; — I can by no means 
comprehend; but I firmly believe all Thou 
haft faid, and I firmly rely on Thy Om-

nipotent Love to make good Thy word ; 
for which all Love all Glory be to Thee. 

Real Pre/ence. 

I BELIEVE, O Crucified Lord, that 
the Bread v)hich we break in the Ce- 
lebration of the Holy Myfteries, is the 
Communication of Thy Bodyy and the Cup 
of BleJJing which we blejs^ is the Commu- 
nication of Thy Blood, and that Thou 
doft as effectually and really convey Thy 
Body ahd Blood to our Souls by the Bread 
and Wine, as Thou didft Thy Holy 
Spirit by Thy breath to Thy Difciples ; 
for which all Love, all Glory be to Thee. 
Lord, what need I labour in vain, to 
fearch out the manner of Thy myfterious 
Prefence in the Sacrament, when my Love 
affures me Thou art there ? All the faithful 
who approach Thee with prepared hearts, 
they well know Thou art there, — they feel 
the Virtue of Divine Love going out of 
Thee, to heal their infirmities, and to en- 
flame their affecSlions ; for which all Love 
all Glory be to Thee. 

O holy Jefu, when at Thy Altar I fee 
the Bread broken, and the Wine poured 
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out, O teach me to dijcern Thy Body there; 

let thofe facred and fignificant Aftions 
create in me a moft lively remembrance of 
Thy SuiFerings ; — how Thy moft Blefled 
Body was fcourged, and wounded, and 
bruifed, and tormented ; — how Thy moft 
Precious Blood was fhed for my fins ; and 
fet all my powers on work to love Thee, 
and to celebrate Thy Love in thus dying 
for me. 

Both Kinds. 

GLORY be to Thee, O Jefu, who 
didft inftitute the Holy Eucharift 
in Both Kinds, and haft commanded Both 
to be received, — both the Bread and the 
Wine, — both Thy Body broken, and Thy 
Blood fhed. Thy Love, O Lord, has 
given me both, and both are equally fig- 
nificative and produdive of Thy Love : . 

1 do as much thirft after the one, as I 
hunger after the other ; — I equally want 
Both, and it would be grievous to my 
Love to be deprived of either. 

Ah Lord, who is there that truly loves 
Thee, when Thou giveft him two diftinft 
Pledges of Thy Love, can be content with 
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one only ? what Lover can endure to have 
one half of Thy Love withheld from him ? 
and therefore all Love, all Glory be to 
Thee for giving both. 

Benefits. 
MY Lord, and my God, do 
Thou fo difpofe my heart to be 
Thy Gueft at Thy Holy Table, 
that I may feel all the fweet in- 
fluences of Love Crucified, the ftrengthen- 
ing and refrefhing of my Soul, as our Bo- 
dies are by the Bread and Wine, for which 
I will ever adore and love Thee. 

O merciful Jefu, let that immortal food, 
which in the Holy Eucharifl: Thou vouch- 
fafeft me, inftil into my weak and lan- 
guifhing Soul, new fupplies of Grace, new 
Life, new Love, new Vigour, and new 
Refolution, that I may nevermore faint, 
or droop, or tire in my duty. 

O Crucified Love, raife in me frefh 
ardours of Love and Confolation, that it 
may be henceforth the greatefl: torment I 
can endure, ever to offend Thee, that it 
may be my greatefl: delight to pleafe Thee. 

O amiable Jefu, when I devoutly re- 
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ceive the outward Elements, as fure as I 
receive them, I receive Thee, I receive 
the Pledge of Thy Love to quicken mine ; 
O indulge me, though but for a moment, 
one beatific foretafte of the delicioufnefs of 
Thy Love, that in the ftrength of that de- 
licioufiiefs I may perfeveringly love Thee. 

Preparation. 

GLORY be to Thee, my Lord and 
my God, who haft now given me 
an invitation to Thy Heavenly Feaft. All 
Love, all Glory be to Thee. 

Lord, give me Grace that I may ap- 
proach Thy awful Myftery, with Peni- 
tential preparation, and with a heart fully 
di(pofed to love Thee. 



Iy is very adviJabUy that perfons before 
they Communicate Jhould read over the 
whole Communion-Office y or at leajl the 
Exhortations there ^ which they will find 
to contain very proper ^ and plain^ and ex- 
cellent InJiruSlions. 

It were much to be wiflied^ that people 
would make more uje of their Common- 
er ay er-Books than they do^ and apply the 
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Prayers they meet with there to their own 
particular conditions ^ for the Book is always 
at handy and the Prayers are moftjafe and 
familiar y and devout ^ and the more they 
affeSl us in the Clofety the more they will 
affeSl us in the Congregation, and well- 
meaning fouls will reap great fpiritual ad- 
vantages from this praSlice. 

For example ; an humble poor Chriflian 
who, it may be, has no other Book but his 
Common-Prayer-Booky ' and who intends to 
come to the Holy Communion^ may learn to 
turn the Communion-Office to his own pri- 
vate uje after this manner. 

Prayer for the Holy Spirit. 

AUVIIGHTY God, unto whom all 
hearts be open, all defires known, 
and from whom no fecrets are hid ; Cleanfe 
the thoughts of my heart by the infpiration 
of Thy Holy Spirit, that I may perfeftly 
love Thee and worthily magnify Thy Holy 
Name, through Chrift our Lord.

Thankfgiving for our Redemption. 

1GIVE moft humble and hearty thanks 
to Thee, O God the Father, the Son, 
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and the Holy Ghoft, for the Redemption 
of the World by the Death and Paffion of 
our Saviour Chrift, both God and Man, 
who did humble Himfelf even to the death 
upon the Crofs for us miferable finners, 
who lay in darknefs and the ftiadow of 
death, that He might make us the Chil- 
dren of God, and exalt us to everlafting 
life. 

Glory be to Thee, O Jefiis, our Matter 
and only Saviour, who, to the end that 
we fhould always remember Thy exceed- 
ing great Lx)ve in thus dying for us, and 
the innumerable benefits which by Thy 
precious Blood-fhedding Thou haft ob- 
tained to us, haft inftituted and ordained 
holy myfteries as pledges of Thy Love, 
and for a continual remembrance of Thy 
Death, to our great and endlefs comfort. 

To Thee, therefore, O blefled Saviour, 
with the Father, and the Holy Ghoft, 
I will give (as I am moft bounden) con- 
tinual thanks : I fubmit myfelf wholly to 
Thy holy will and pleafure, and will ftudy 
to ferve Thee in true holinefs, and righ- 
teoufnefe, all the days of my life.

DIRECTIONS FOR RECEIVING THE 
HOir EVCHJRIST. 
HE Receiving of the Bleffed 
Sacrament is the moft Divine 
and Solemn Afl of all our Re- 
ligion, and it ought to be the 
zealous endeavour of every true Chriftian, 
by God's afliflance, to prepare hi? Soul 
with the moft ferlous, and moft devout 
difpofttions he pofllbly can, to approach 
the Holy Altar. You are, tJierefore, to 
confider what you are to do before Re- 
ceiving, what in the time of Receiving, 
and what after Receiving, 

Before Receiving. 
filHE Duties you are to perform before 
1 Receiving are all comprehended in 
that one Rule, which St. Paul gives us. Let 
a man examine him/elf, and Jo let him eat of 
that Bread, and drink of that Cup, which 
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are in a manner commented on by the 
Church, in the Exhortation before the Sa- 
crament, which I advife you to read over 
in your Common-Prayer-Book. 

To put this Rule in praftice, 'tis your 
beft way at fome convenient time to with- 
draw yourfelf into your Chamber, and 
there to begin to commune with your own 
Heart, and to call your Sins to remem- 
brance ; — but firft pray heartily to God 
for His Grace to affift you. 

Prayer before Examination. 

EAR the voice of my humble 

Petition, O Lord, now I cry un- 
to Thee, and lift up my hands 
towards Thy Mercy-Seat. 




Behold, Lord, now I am about to fearch 
into my own Heart : but alas, alas ! my 
Heart is deceitful, and defperately wicked ; 
how can I know it ? Thou, therefore, that 
fearcheft the Heart, and trieft the Reins, 
difcoverto me all the evil and deceits of 
my own Heart, that I may confefs, and 
bewail, and forfake them, and obtain Mer- 
cy. Lord hear me. Lord help me, for the 
Merits of Jefus my Saviour, Amen^ Amen. 
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Rules to be obferved in Examination, 

HAVING prayed for God's affiftance, 
doubt not but He will vouchfafe it 
you : and to guide you in your Exami- 
nation the better, obferve thefe following 
Diredlions. 

When you examine yourfelf, either by 
the following Catalogue, or by that in the 
Whole Duty of Many or by any other, 
Paufe a while on every particular ; and if 
you find yourfelf not guilty, then fay, 
" Glory be to Thee, O Lord, for preferv- 
ing me from this Sin : " and fo go on. 

When your Confcience anfwers Guilty, 
then it will be your beft way, having faid, 
" Lord have mercy upon me, and forgive 
me this Sin," to write down that Sin in a 
Paper, that you may have it ready to confefs 
to God, when your Examination is done. 

You are to confider that there are feveral 
degrees of Penitents, and fome are more, 
fome lefs finful. For inftance ; 

Some there are, who either through want 
of confcientious Parents, or through often 
ftifling good motions, or through incon- 
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ftancy, or heedleflhefs, or unadvifednefs,or 
vicious company, or ill nature, or youthful 
lufts, and the like, have been from their 
infancy very negligent of learning, or at 
leaft of praftifing their Duty. 

Again, Some there are amongft thefe, 
whofe Sins are more heinous than ordi- 
nary, in regard they are accompanied with 
feveral aggravations : For any fin is much 
aggravated, if it be committed knowing- 
ly, or deliberately, or frequently : — more 
than that, if it be committed obftinately, 
or prefumptuoufly, or on flight, or no 
temptations, or againfl: checks of Con- 
fcience, or againft Reproofs, or Admoni- 
tions, or Chaflifements, or Vows to the 
contrary ; — but moft of all, if it be com- 
mitted fo long, and fo often, till it becomes 
habitual, till the Sinner does take delight 
in it, or boaft of it, or makes a mock at 
it, or tempt others alfo to commit it. All 
thefe and the like circumftances do very 
much heighten the guilt of any Sin. 

You may eafily from hence guefs what 
progrefs you have made in wickednefs, 
and if you find yourfelf in the number of 
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any of thefe, by all means refolve to Repent 
immediately and to Confefs your Sins with 
all their aggravations ; for be fure of this, 
that every other ftep you run farther from 
Heaven, — every other hour you continue 
longer in a finful courfe, — makes your Sins 
the more hard to be mattered, and your 
Repentance the more difficult. 

On the other fide, fbme there are, though 
I fear but few, who having been brought 
up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, have been by the Goodnefs of God, 
fecured from violent Temptations, and en- 
ormous Sins ; who have like Jojiah^ while a Chron, 
they were yet young, fought the Lord, and 
have in a great meafure kept their Baptifmal 
Vow, and preferved a fenfe of their Duty. 

Such as thefe have fewer Sins to confefs, 
and thofe Sins lefs aggravated, and there- 
fore have greater obligations to magnify 
God's Mercy than others ; but if you are 
in this number, have a care of growing 
carelefs in your Examination, or of pre- 
fuming on your own Innocence: For if ijobnuz. 
we fay, or think, we have no Sin, we mi- 
ferably deceive ourfelves. 
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The beft of Men, God knows, have 
very much evil in them to deteft and be- 
wail, and have infinite need of a Saviour, 
and therefore let him that ftandeth, take 
heed left he fall. 

Whatever you do, then, be fure to keep 
your heart with all diligence, and to pray 
for conftant fupplies of God's Grace, for 
perhaps the Devil defers his tempting you 
till you have not that tendernefs of offend- 
ing which you now have. 

Be not over-fcrupulous, either to make 
yourfelf guilty of more Sins than really 
you are, or to reckon up all your infirmi- 
ties or daily failings, or Sins of omiffion, 
which would render your examination end- 
lefs and impoffible ; but examine yourfelf 
chiefly about your wilful Sins, or Sins of 
commiflion ; and know there be many Sins, 
even of commiflion, that you may doubt 
whether you have committed or no, — 
many that you have quite forgot ; but be 
not difheartened at it, for holy David h^th 
taught you, that a general Confeflion for 
fuch Sins is enough, when he prays to 
God to cleanfe him from his fecret faults. 
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That you may gain a true fenfe of your 
Sins, by your Examination, labour to im- 
print on your mind d^vful apprehenfions 
of the day of Judgment, and of God the 
great Judge, in whofe prefence you how 
are ; and to raife fuch apprehenfions, dwell 
awhile on fuch Meditations as thefe. 





Motives to Examination. 

MY foul, thou art now in the 
prefence of the great Judge 
of Heaven and Earth, before 
whofe dreadful Tribunal thou 
muft certainly appear at the Day of Judg- 
ment, to give a ftrid: account of all thy 
aftions, and of every idle word, of every 
evil thought, and thy own Confcience will 
then be thy Accufer. 

Think, O my Soul, think if thou canft, 
what unimaginable horrors will feize an 
impenitent Sinner, when the laft Trump 
calls him out of his Grave, and the Devils 
begin to drag him to God's Judgment 
Seat ! What would fuch a wretch give to 
purchafe one fuch opportunity of Repent- 
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ance, as God now in great mercy gives 
thee ? If ever thou hopeft to efcape thofe 
horrors, O my Soul, make thy peace with 
God, judge thyfelf here, left thou be con- 
demned hereafter.

ADJURE thee, O my Soul, in 
the prefence of the great Judge, 
who knows all the fecrets of thy 
Heart, I adjure thee, as thou wilt 
anfwer before God's Judgment-Seat at the 
laft day, to tell me ; — 

Does not thy daily experience teach thee, 

that thy whole Nature is corrupt, prone to 

all that is evil, averfe to all that is good ? 

How haft thou fpent thy time from thy 

Childhood to this very moment ? 

How haft thou kept the folemn Vow of 
thy Baptifm ? 

What good Duties haft thou omitted ? 
What Sins haft thou committed ? 
In particular, what Sins art thou guilty 
of, more immediately againft God? 
Art thou guilty of any Infidelity or 
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Atheifm, any diftruft in, or prefumption 
on, or defpair of God's Mercy ? 

Art thou guilty of any wilful Ignorance 
of God, or of any Idolatry, in worfhipping 
any Creature ? Haft thou loved anything 
more than God, or feared any one above 
him? 

Haft thou been guilty of hypocrify in 
God's fervice, or of forfaking God, and of 
reforting to the Devil, to witches, or 
wizards ? 

Art thou guilty of repining, or mur- 
muring at God's Providence, or of being 
impatient under His afflidions, or of be- 
ing unthankful for His Mercies, or of be- 
ing difobedient to His Commands, or of 
being incorrigible under His Judgments ? 

When, and in what manner, haft thou 
been guilty of diftionouring God ? — 

By blafphemous or irreligious thoughts, 
or difcourfes ; or by tamely hearing others 
blafpheme ? 

By taking God's moft holy Name in 
vain, or by cuftomary or falfe {wearing, 
or by the breach of any lawful oath, or 
folemn vows ? 
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By any Sacrilege, or irreverent beha- 
viour in God's Houfe, or mifpending the 
Lord's Day, or any negleft of, or inatten- 
tion to God's Word, read or preached; or 
unprofitablenefs under the means of Grace ? 

Have I difhonoured God, by coldnefs, 
and wanderings, and indevotion, or care- 
leflhefe in my Prayers, or by any weari- 
nefs in His Service, or by any total neg- 
left of it, or by unworthy Communicating? 

By impenitence, or putting off the evil 
day, or fuperficial and partial repentances, 
or frequent relapfes, or refifting the good 
Motions of God's Spirit ? 

By abetting any Schifm, or Herefy, or 
Profanenefs ? 




MY Soul, what Sins art thou 
guilty of, more immediately 
againji thy/elf? 

Art thou guilty of Pride, 
either of thy clothes, or of thy eftate, or of 
thy credit, or of thy parts, or of thy own 
holinefs, or of boafting of thy own good 
deeds, or of commending thyfelf, or of 
being greedy of praife, or of performing 
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good duties to gain applaufe, or of com- 
mitting Sin to avoid reproach of men ? 

Haft thou been immoderately greedy 
of riches, or of fenfual pleafures, or guilty 
of peeviflinefs, or of too violent, or too 
lafting fits of anger, or of inconftancy, or 
of inconfideration, or of difcontentednefs 
with thy condition ? 

Haft thou been guilty of mifpending 
thy time, or of negligence in refitting 
temptations, or of not improving thy op- 
portunities of Learning and Piety, or of 
abufing thy natural parts to Sin ? 

Haft thou been guilty of any intemper- 
ance in eating, or in drinking, or in fleeping, 
or in recreations, pending too much time 
on them, or being too greedy after them ? 

Haft thou been guilty of Idlenefs, or of 
downright Drunkennefs, or of laughing at 
it in others ? 

Haft thou been guilty of any Unclean- 
nefs of the eye, or of the hand, or of the 
fancy, of any lafcivioufnefs, or Luft, or For- 
nication, or Adultery, or haft thou taken 
delight in lewd company, or in vicious or 
unchafte Songs, or Stories, or Expreflions ? 
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MY foul, what Sins art thou 
guilty of, more immediately, 
againji thy Neighbour ? 
How, when, where, againft 
whom haft thou been guilty of any injury, 
or injuftice, or oppreflion, or breach of 
truft, or promife, or of any Fraud, or Theft, 
or flattery, or diflimulation, or treachery, 
or Lying, or of giving any juft fcandal ? 

How, when, where, againft whom haft 
thou been guilty of any ill language or 
detraction, or Slander, or tale-bearing, or 
raih-cenfuring, or back-biting, or of con- 
temning, or fcoffing at thy Neighbour, 
either for his infirmities, or for his being 
religious ? 

How, when, where, againft whom haft 
thou, been guilty of any contentioufnefs, 
or fpite, or Revenge, or of delighting 
caufelefsly to grieve thy Neighbour, or of 
railing, or of aftually hurting him, or of 
murdering him in thy mind, by ill wifties 
or curfes ? Haft thou been guilty of bitter 
imprecations, or bearing falfe witnefe, or 
Covetoufiiefs of anything he poflefles ? 
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Haft thou been guilty of unthankfulnefs 
to thofe that have done thee good, or have 
reproved thee, or of uncharitablenefe to 
the poor, or to any Chriftian in diftrefs, 
or of any unnaturalnefs to any of thy Re- 
lations, or of any evil (peaking, or difre- 
(peft, or ftubbornnefs againft any of thy 
Governors, either Civil or Ecclefiaftical ; 
or in particular againft thy Parents or Su- 
periors, or of any wilful Difobedience to the 
lawful commands of all, or either of them ? 

Haft thou tempted any other to fin, by 
connivance, or encouragement, or com- 
mand, or perfuafion, and mightily in- 
creafed thy own Guilt by furthering the 
Damnation of thy Brother ? 

IN cafe you do find this Examination 
too difficult for you, or are afraid you 
ftiall not rightly perform it, or meet with 
any fcruples, or troubles of Confcience, in 
the praftice of it, I then advife you, as the 
Church does, to go to your Spiritual Guide, 
and be not aftiamed to unburden your 
Soul freely to him, that befides his Ghoft- 
ly Counfel, you may receive, the benefit 
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of Abfolution : For though Confeflion of 
our fins to God is only matter of duty, 
and abfolutely neceflary, yet Confeflion to 
our Spiritual Guide alfo is by many de- 
vout Souls found to be very advantageous 
to true Repentance. 

If upon your Examination you find you 
have any way wronged your Neighbour, 
refolve upon the firft opportunity to make 
him fome fuitable fatisfadion, and to aflc 
his Forgivenefs; for you are firfl: to be 
reconciled to your Brother, before you 
come to the Altar to oflTer your Gift. 

If you are guilty of tempting any other 
to fin, aflc God's Pardon for him, as well 
for yourfelf, and if you have any oppor- 
tunity to do it, exhort him to Repentance. 

But if any have wronged you, forgive 
the injury prefently, for you beg Forgive- 
nefs of God on this very condition, that 
you yourfelf forgive your Brother. 



This examination of yourfelf I fuppofe 
will be tafk enough for you at one time ; and 
therefore, that you may not tire yourfelf, 
you may conclude with this fliort Prayer ; 
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A Prayer after Examination, 

LORD God, I have now by 
Thy afliftance confidered my 
own evil ways, O Thou who 
only knoweft the heart, and 
who only canft change it. Create in me 
fiich a broken and contrite heart which 
Thou haft promifed not to defpife, and fo 
deep a fenfe of my own Sin and mifery, 
that my Repentance may bear fome pro- 
portion to my guilt. O my God, pardon 
all my failings, and perfeft that good work 
Thou haft begun in me, for the merits of 
Jefus my Saviour, in whofe holy Words 
I fum up all my wants. 

OUR Father Which art in Heaven, 
Hallowed be Thy Name. Thy 
Kingdom come. Thy will be done in 
Earth, As it is in Heaven. Give us this 
day our daily bread. And forgive us our 
trefpaffes. As we forgive them, that tref- 
pafs againft us.

For Thine is the Kingdom, the Power, 
and the Glory, For ever and ever. Amen. 
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At the very next opportunity of re- 
tiring you can get, refolve, with the Pro- 
digal, to return to your Heavenly Father, 
and humbly to beg forgivenefe ; and hav- 
ing brought your Catalogue of fins with 
you, kneel down, and with the loweft 
proftration of foul and body, make your 
Confeflion to God of your fins, and of 
their aggravations.

I have finned, O Lord God, I have 
finned, againft Thee, and againft my Neigh- 
bouvy by 

Here confejs the Sins you have committed 
more immediately againft your Neigh- 
boury with their aggravations^ &c. 
and add as before^ 

Father, I have finned againft Heaven, 
and in Thy fight, and am no more worthy 
to be called Thy Son, O pity, and cleanfe, 
and forgive, and fave me for Thy Mercies' 
fake. 

O Lord God, my wickednefs is great 
and my iniquities are infinite, they are 
more in number than the hairs of my 
head, and my heart would fail me, but 
that I well know Thy Mercies are more 
numberlefe than my Sins. 

Have mercy upon me therefore, O 
Lord, according to Thy great Goodnefs, 
according to the multitude of Thy Mercies 
do away my offences. 

Who alas, can tell how oft he oflfend- 
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eth ! O cleanfe Thou me from my fecret 
Faults, from all my fins of Ignorance, or 
Infirmity, or Omiflion, which I have not 
obferved, or which I have forgot ; Lord, 
lay none of them to my charge ; Father 
forgive me ; Lord Jefus have Mercy upon 
me. 

O remember not the fins and oflTences 
of my youth, but receive me, O Heavenly 
Father, into the arms of Thy Fatherly 
compaflion, as Thou didft the returning 
Prodigal, and forgive me all my tranfgref- 
fions, for the Merits of Jefus, Thy only 
well-beloved Son, and my Saviour. Amen. 
Amen. 



WHEN you have thus confefled your 
Sins, endeavour to be ftill more 
ienfible of them, and to bewail them with 
a true penitential hatred, and fhame, and 
forrow for them ; then make fteady refolu- 
tions of forfaking them, and cry eameftly 
to God for Pardon and Grace, for you mufl: 
as well put on the New Man, as put off 
the Old. Of all which ads of Repentance, 
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I give you the following inftances, and 
advife you to fay them over as devoutly 
as pofTibly you can. 

ji£fs of Shame. 

LORD God, I am afhamed, 

and blufti to lift up my face to 

Thee, for my iniquities are in- 

creafed over my head, and my 

trefpafles are grown up unto the Heavens ! 

O my Soul, what fruit have I reaped 

from all the pleafures of Sin which flattered 

me, but vanity, and vexation of Spirit ! 

Lord, I am afliamed of my own folly 
and madnefs, and difingenuity when I call 
to mind how greedily I have fucked in my 
own pollution ; how treacheroufly I have 
betrayed my own Soul to Temptations, and 
combined with the very Devils, to haflen 
and increafe my own Damnation ; how 
obftinately I have fled from Thee, when 
Thy Mercy purfued me with promifes of 
Pardon; how unworthily I have abufed 
Thy Goodnefs and Forbearance, and Long- 
fuflfering, which fliould have led me to 
repentance. 
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Surely after I was turned I repented ; 
and fince I have confidered my ways, I 
am afhamed, yea even confounded, be- 
caufe I bear the reproach of my youth. 

A£ts of Abhorrence. 

HATE all evil ways, O Lord, 
but Thy Law will I love. 

O Lord God, nothing is more 
abominable in Thy fight, or 
more diabolical ; nothing more defaces Thy 
Divine Image, or makes me more odious 
in Thy pureft eyes, than Sin ; and there- 
fore I hate and abhor it ! 

O Lord God, I confefs I have nothing 
good in nie, nothing that can any way 
move Thee, to compaflionate fo loathfome 
a Sinner, but Thy own free and unde- 
ferved, and infinite Mercy, and the Merits 
of my Saviour ! 

O Lord God, I cannot but admire the 
riches of Thy Goodnefs, Who haft fpared 
me fo long, and haft given me this oppor- 
tunity of Repentance. O do Thou yet mag- 
nify Thy Mercy more in my Forgivenefs ; 
O cleanfe me from all that filth my Soul 
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hath contrafted, which now renders me 
odious to my own felf, as well as to Thee ! 

ASts of Contrition. 
ISERABLE wretch that I am, 
that I ftiould begin fo early to 
offend my Creator, and fin fo 
much in fo ftiort a time ! 
Lord, I fear I never yet thoroughly con- 
fidered how evil, and how bitter a thing 
it is to depart from Thee ; O make me 
every day more and more fenfible of the 
error of my ways, and of my own infinite 
vilenefs ! 

Miferable wretch that I am, that ever 
I fhould commit thofe Sins which expofe 
me to all the vials of Thy Wrath, to all 
the curfes of Thy Law, to all Thy Judg- 
ments temporal or fpiritual in this life, 
and to all the horrors and defpair, and tor- 
ments of the damned in the Life to come ! 
Miferable wretch that I am, that ever I 
fhould tranfgrefs that Law of Thine, O 
God, which is fo jufl, and holy, and good, 
and perfedb, and fo condefcending to my 
infirmities ; and in keeping of which there 
are fo great, fo unconceivable Rewards ! 
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O that with Mary Magdalene 1 could 
weep much, and love much, having fb 
much to be forgiven. 

O gracious Lord, look on me, as Thou 
didft on Peter y and let Thy compaffionate 
look fo pierce my heart, that I may weep 
bitterly for my Sins ! 

O Lord God, break this hard heart, for 
Thou only canft do it, and melt it into tears 
of Contrition! Miferable wretch that I 
am, that I fhould fin fo much, and yet 
grieve fo little ! 

Woe is me, miferable wretch, woe is 
me, that ever I ftiould offend fo indulgent, 
fo liberal, fo tender a Father ! 

Woe is me, that ever I fhould repay the 
infinite Love, and the intolerable Sufferings 
of my Saviour for me, with nothing but thofe 
Sins which occafioned thofe very Sufferings ! 

Woe is me, that ever I fhould grieve the 
Holy Spirit, by rejefting fo many of His 
good motions, from whom only I derive 
Grace and Confolation ! 

O Lord God, every flight worldly trou- 
ble is apt to draw back plenty of Tears from 
mine Eyes, but when I would weep for my 
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Sins which are the greateft Calamities that 
can poflibly befall me, either my Eyes are 
dry, or my Tears too few, to bewail lb 
many provocations ! 

O blefled Spirit, inftil true penitent Sor- 
row into my Soul, make my head waters, 
and my eyes Fountains of tears, or do 
Thou fupply the want of them with fighs 
and groans unutterable ! 

But, alas, I know all the tears I can 
poflibly fhed can never wafli away the leaft 
of my Sins ; it is Thy Blood only. Lord, 
that can do it ! 

O bleflfed Saviour, how can I ever fuf- 
ficiently lament the guilt of my Sins, which 
was fo great that nothing but Thy Own 
inefl:imable Blood could expiate ! 

O Heavenly Father, in the defedb of 
my own tears, I offer Thee the Blood of 
Thy own well-beloved Son, for His fake 
have Mercy upon me. Ameriy Amen. 

Re/olution. 
LORD God, with fhame I con- 

fefs, that other Lords befides 
Thee have hitherto had Domi- 
nion over me.

arc to do, is to examine yourfelf, whether 
you do fufficiently underftand what the 
Sacrament is, then to aflc yourfelf with 
what intentions you do approach it, and 
to pray for God's Grace to difpofc you for 
worthy Receiving; — and all thcfe parti- 
culars, together with all that you are to 
know, and believe concerning the Bleffcd 
Sacrament, are contained in thefe fol- 
lowing Meditations, which I advife you 
to read over devoutly, at feveral times, 
till you are in fome meafure affeAed with 
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On the outward Elements. 

ADORE thee, O bleffed Jefus, 
my Lord, and my God, when 
I confider what that Sacra- 
ment is, to which Thou now 
inviteft me, and of what Parts it confifts; — 
of an outward and vifible Sign, and of an 
inward and fpiritual Grace ! For Thou, 
Lord, who knoweft our infirmities, and 
how little able we are to conceive things 
Heavenly and Spiritual, in pity to our dark 
and feeble apprehenfions, haft ordained 
outward and obvious, and vifible Signs to 
reprefent to our minds Thy Grace, which 
is inward and invifible. Thou haft or- 
dained Bread and Wine, which is our 
corporal Food, to pidlure out to our Faith 
the Food of our Souls.

even Thy own Blefled Body and Blood, 
which is verily and indeed taken and re- 
ceived by the faithful in the Lord's Supper. 

But tell me, O Thou Whom my Soul 
loveth, how canft Thou give us Thy Flefh 
to eat ? 

Lord, Thou haft told me that Thy 
Words, they are Spirit, and they are Life, 
and are therefore not carnally to be un- 
derftood ; Lord, I believe, help Thou my 
unbelief ! 

I believe Thy Body and Blood to be 
as really prefent in the Holy Sacrament 
as Thy Divine Power can make it, though 
the Manner of Thy myfterious Prefence I 
cannot comprehend. 

Lord, I believe that the Bread that we 
break, and the Cup that we drink, are 
not bare Signs only, but the Real Com- 
munication of Thy Body and Thy Blood, 
and Pledges to aflure me of it ; — and I 
verily believe, that if with due Preparation 
I come to Thy Altar, as certainly as I re- 
ceive the outward Signs, fo certainly fhall 
I receive the Thing fignified, — even Thy 
moft Blefled Body and Blood, to receive 
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which ineftimable Blefling, O merciful 
Lord, do Thou fit and prepare me. Amen. 

Who inftituted it ? 

ADORE Thee, O bleffed Jefus, 
my Lord, and my God, when I 
confider that this Holy Sacra- 
ment was Thy own Inftitution; 
for it was Thou, Lord, who in the night 
Thou wajft betrayed didft take Bread, and 
after that the Cup, and didft blefs them, 
and give them to Thy Difciples. O Bleffed 
Saviour, let Thy Divinity thus ftamped on 
it, ftrike into my Soul an holy Awe and 
Reverence in approaching it : O create in 
me Heavenly Difpofitions to celebrate fo 
heavenly an Inftitution ! Ametiy Amen. 

For what end? 

ADORE Thee, O bleffed Jefus, 
my Lord, and my God, when 
I confider for what end Thou 
didft inftitute Thy Holy Sa- 
crament, implied in Thy own Com- 
mand, " Do this in remembrance of me." 
But what need this Command, O gra- 
cious Lord ? — is it poflible for me, ever to 
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forget Thee my Saviour, who haft done 
fo great things for me ? 

Alas ! alas ! my own fad experience tells 
me it is. Woe is me, every Temptation, 
every Vanity is apt to make me forget 
Thee, though Thy own dying Words bid 
me remember Thee ! 

But, O blefled Lord, for Thy infinite 
Mercies' fake pardon all my ftupid forget- 
tulnefs and ingratitude hitherto, and do 
Thou now create in me fuch a thankful 
and lively Remembrance of Thy Dying for 
me, that may excite me to give up myfelf 
entirely to Thee, as Thou didft give up 
Thyfelf on the Crofs for me. Ameriy Amen. 

A Thank/giving for Chrifi'-s Sufferings. 

THOU my Crucified Saviour, 
Glory be to Thee, for caufing 
Thy Sufferings to be Regiftered 
in the Gofpel ; there I have
